HE 16th of laft Month a Detachment 
of the Enemy came to Chieri and rais'd 
great Contributions there and in the 
Country adjacent. That Day we fir'd 
very vigoroufly upon the Enemy. The 
following Night a Captain of Grenadiers went out 
with afew Men to view the Enemy’s Approaches, 
but he and 2 Grenadiers were kill’d, and an infe- 
riour Officer was wounded, The 17th in the Mor- 
ning his Royal Highnefs went to General Thaun 
who lay fick, ftaid with till 12 a Clock, and then 
accompanied by the Englifh and Durch Envoys, and 
the whole Court, went from hence for Moncaglieri, 
whence the Horfe that were there guarded him to 
Chierafco. The 18th the Enemy attack'd the Line 


that reaches from the Hermitage to Moncaglieri; our 


Men retir’d out of ir. The 14th we fi:’d hard from 
all our Batteries, and ruin’d a Work the Enemy had 
made near the Baftion call’d Confolata ; and De- 
ferters that came over to us reported, that the Nigha 
before the Enemy fent 500 wounded Men ont of 
their Camp. This Day the Enemy began to raife 
a great Battery, in order to fire upon the Bulworks 
of the new Gate and the Citadel. The 20th in the 
Morning 2 Bombs were thrown into the City, bur 
did little Damage : Bur the following Night 20 of 
our Soldiers were kill’d by. Stones thrown in from 
Mortars, and feveral were wounded, The Ingenier 
Rozon fent by his Royal Highnefs from Chierafco. 
got into the City. The 21ft in the Night we made 
a Salley with good Succefs ; the Enemy threw into 
the City a great many Bombs, bur with little Exe- 
cution. The 22d in the Afternoon we made an- 
other Salley, under favour of the Fire of our Can- 
non from the Walls, kill’d 300 of the Enemy in the 
Trenches, nail’d 4 of their Mortars, and brought 
100 Prifoners into the Town, on our fide we loft burt 
1 Captain and 4 Grenadiers. The 24th feveral 
Churches and Houfes were damag'd by the Enemy’s 
burning Bullets and Bombs. The 25th, 26th. and 
27th the Firing continued very vigoroufly on both 
fides, but nothing particular happen’d. The 2%th 
and 29th we made 2 Sallies, both with good Suc- 
cefs. The 30th we made a Salley,-in which 6 of 
our Officers were wounded and fome Soldiers kill'd ; 
the Enemy loft fome Men likewife, among them an 
Officer of Note. The 1ft of this ‘Month the Ene- 
my’s Huffars took and carried off 400 head of Cat- 


of rhe Garrifon, and were grazing in the old Park. 
The 2d Bombs were thrown only into the Citadel 
and Outworks. The 3d our Peafants wounded and 
took a Prench Officer near the Hermitage, and 
brought him with fome Soldiers Prifonets in hither. 


In. the Night we made a Salley, with the Lofs of

Count Goveano, t Capttin, and go Soldiers. . The 
Enemy ftorm’a the {mall ¥ort oh the Doria, bus 
were beaten off wich the Lofs of a great many of 
their Men, and as they were retiring a Miue was 
{prung which blew up a great number of them, 
‘The 4th they continued to throw Bombs and Stones 
into the Citadel and Outworks, but thiew none 
into the City. The 7th we made a fucceisful Salley, 
but loft 2 Officers, 1 Sergeant, and 4 Soldier 
The 8th all the Guards within the City were 
doubled, and General ‘Ihaun fignified to the Come 
mon Haii, that for the furure:they maft furnith the 
Garrifon with a certain Quantity of Fleth, Wine; 
Bacon, Rice, Brandy, and Money, promifing they 
fhould be repaid the Value: And becaufe Money 
began to grow fcarce with us,. which occafion’d our 
Men to defert space, fome Plate belonging to his 
Royal Highnels was ent into the Mint, to be coyn'd 
for paying the Garrifon. Some of eur Huffars took 
fome Perfons whom the Duke de la Feunillade bad 
order'd to go to Sula to meet and compliment the 
Duke of Oricans 3 viz. 5 Coaches with Officers of 
Note, their Servants, Baggage, and 25 Dragoons 
that guarded them. The 10th ower Miners hearing 
thofe of the Enemy at Work, {prung a. Mine that 
buried feveral of. them. This Day the Allowance 
of Provifions to our Garrifon was encreas'd. The 
isth 6 Bombs fell.into the City, which did great: 
Damage, to Churches, Houfes, and People. The 
13th 96 Barrels of Powder were brought into. the 
Town from Ceva. On Intelligence that the Enemy 
defign'd the following Night to attack the Fort call'd 
la Flecchia, the Cannon was removed from thence 
to 2 Half-Moons that commanded it : Night being 
come the Befiegers {prung a Mine, which ruin’d the 
Pallifades of the faid Fort, whereupon they made’ 
2 Attacks but were repuls’d in both, Then we 
quitted the Fort, buc the Enemy dur not encer ic 
for Fear of Mines: In this Action they loft nedy 
30@.Men and we 100. They afterwards took pof~.
